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Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1-2 are allowable. The restriction requirement among Species I to V, as set forth 
in the Office action mailed on 4/3/2009, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of 
claims to the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction requirement is 
hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. 

Claims 4-10, directed to Species I-IV are no longer withdrawn from consideration because the 
claim(s) requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-8 are 
allowed because the prior art fail to teach or fairly suggest the claimed gas slab laser that has the 
resonator being adjusted by plastic/elastic deformation of the housing and the sealing end pieces 
to produce the required spatial alignment of the resonator mirrors as well as the electrodes 
relative to each other, wherein the electrodes and the mirrors are connected to each other so that 
the adjustment thereof is at the same time.
